The planting of this tree has per- 
haps been more general in Los Angeles 
than in any other county of the State, 
but it seems astonishing, in view of the 
advantages to result from it, that so few 
have been set out. Without doubt it 
has had more to do with the conceded 
change of climate and the increased 
annual reinfali than any other single 
cause, and as it continues to multiply | 
and the growth of it increases, a much 
more marked effect is likely to ensue. 

We might have our Eacalyptas day as 
inthe Western States they have their 
Arbor day; or tetter still, we might set 
apart the first day of every February, 
Mareh and April of each year for the 
planting of this tree, when all the 
people should turn out and give the 
matter a boost for the common benelit.

The Eucalyptus. 


The most wonderful of trees is the 
eucalyptus. for rapidity of growth it 
is unsurpassed. It is tall and graceful, 
and an evergreen. Its long, sabre- 

- shaped leaf, with both sides alike, is a 
marvel of beauty in ite way. As a 
shade tree none is better. It never 
blows down, it never breaks off, it is 
always cleanly and fragrant. It is an 
excellent wood for fuel, and is easily 
cut and split while green, though ex- 
ceedingly hard to manage when dry. 
It is a good timber for various kinds of 
machinery, since when seasoned it 
neither -splits nor breaks. The “iron- 
bark”’ variety is said to be excellent for 
wagon hubs. 

The influence of the eucalyptus tree 

upon climate is something remarkable. 
Whole regions in Italy and elsewhere, 
almost uninhabitable by reason of pes- 
tilential swamps and noxious vapors, 
have been rendered salabrious by the 
planting of this wonderful tree. Its 
leaves are surcharged with oil, which, 
when extracted, is said to possess re- 
markable medicinal properties. 

The cucalyptus is also called the rain 
tree. Its foliage has the power to con- 
dense, in av astonishing manner, the 
dampness of the atmosphere. During 

° @ fog, or when the air is abnormally 
ta the ground beneath this tree 
bears the appearance of having received 
a heavy shower of rain, while perfectly 
dry elsewhere. 

The eucalyp‘us has been largely 
planted in this State, but by no means 
as many as should have been. Had 
there been on the part of all the people 
a full comprehension of the advantages 
of this tree, it 18 safe to say there would 
bave been ten times as many planted. 
The people are only now waking up to 
the importance of the subject. No 
better or more profitable use can be 


as they should be. Most of the 
“Mutual” orchard in Pasadena has 
been cat up in town lots, and there is 
y no reason to count it in the 
list of large orange orchards any 
longer.

Journalists are never tired of preach- 
ing that the newspaper is the greatest 
educator of the Nineteenth century.
